Greek Philosopher's Wilrks 
Have Survived Ravages of 
Time Anil Merit Stuily 

•The Greek iiIiliOBophcr was scUom 
Ik great lilcr.iry nvn^l. bul Plato waa 
tho srciitcst. writer oC llicso thai (he 
■world has ever seen", atatod Dr. \Vooil- 
licaa. Chairman of the ClasslL-.iI Dc- 
parlni«Bl, In speaking on 'Tlalo .<\s 
A I,ilcrar.v Artist" to tho Graxluntes 
Society yostertlay afternoon In Moyso 
Hall. 

Although often lep^irdcd by the lay- 
jnaJi as o£ Interest only to the ttudv-nl 
of philosophy, tho works of Plato have 
Btin'lvcd over 2300 years, and have 
Jived and frnctifled throughout the 
Bf«p, untouched by tho' ravoeea of 
tlnit. lie is un author who may be 
eludlcd with both jileosuro and profit. 

Dr. ■\Voodhcad sketched the outlines 
of I*lato'a career. Bom In Athens in 
tho year 428 B.C., tho most important 
Incidents to bo considered ore his 
visits to Sicily and the founding of an 
acAdtray in Athens, which was one of 
rhe first universities. The groat event 
of Ills life, however, was his contact 
with Socrates, who was 40 years old 
when Plato was boi n, and died before 
iho latter was 30. bocratcB made Plato 
what ho was, no that one cannot study 
the latter without rcaliKlng what a 
groat Influence his teacher exerted 
over him. 

Dialoguai of Plato 

Host of the world's knowledge of 
Kticrntcs comob from the dialogues of 
Plato, whlcli give us as a living 
breathing man, a character who other- 
wise might have been ignored. So- 
crates is described by Alclbladcs in 
ono of the dialogues as looking Hke 
eilenuB. Ho fou«ht bravely in the 
wars ot his country, and coul endure 
privations so easily that the rest of

Painted Disc of White Jade 
Also on Display 

Two Kanjurs, one In Manchu script, 
the other In Mongolian script, and a 
disc of white jade, are on exhibition 
in tho sp'>cial case beside liio stair- 
way In liie liedpath Lli>rary. They 
are recent accessions to the Cest 
Chinese Research Library. 

Til© jado disc is ornamented with 
flowci-s, birds, and other things în 
various jades. On Its reverse side In 
a. polychromatic painting. The Kan- 
;iur in Mongolian script is volume one, 
or first "chla-pan," of a complete 
Bet of the Kanjur in manuscript. 
Only Extant Copy 

"This is the only extajit copy of a 
Slongol translation of the Kanjur, tha,t 
is, a collection corresponding to the 
Chinese TripHaka," rends the label, 
"It is divided Into seven parL?, con- 
taining canonical works, including 
tantras, tlia.t is, works dealing with 
magic and rhagic foniiultus and the re- 
ligious UEO of .«;c.\ua! symbolism. 

"Tho wholo lolicolion consists of 
ICS volumes; c-tch volume enclosed l^y 
two wooden cover;*, on which arc 
handpalntcd gçds and goddest^es. The 
brilliant colored edges of Its leaves 
represent tho eight .symbolic emblems 
of the LiuddliiKt .-j.itli. Tho scripture 
ia In red color, frajiicd in a conven- 
tionalised design."

SUGGESTS REMEDY 



Urges Greater Attention to 
^'^ocational Guidance, Be-

Provision of now avenues of effort 
for surplus labor which results from 
technological unemployment, was 
urged by Professor J. E. Ijattlmer, in 
an address before tho Y.M.C.A. Forum 
yesterday afternoon. Ho believed that 
there were possibilities in tho fields of 
medical attention, -education and re- 
creation, tho ways and means of which 
wero lacking so far. 

Dr. liattlmer Is professor of Agricul- 
tural Economics at Macdonald College. 
His address, which was «ntltled, 
"Machines and what they do to us", 
was tlio second of a series. 

■'The burden ot providing element- 
ary education Is plac3d on the rural 
lioople", affirmed Dr, Lalllmcr. '"This 
extravagance tho country cannot af- 
ford to continue." Vocational guidance 
ho considered to be essential.

Leonard C. Mai-sli, ].',..\., D.Sc.. 
(Econ.) F.S.S. la a Lecturer In Econo- 
mics at McGIIl and Director ot Mc- 
Gill's ncwiy-forincd Social Koscarch 
Council. Ho is' Oonvcr Prizeman In 
economics and a first-class iionours 
graduate ot the University ot London. 
Ho was at one timo on the staff of 
tho London School of Economics as 
Roscoi-cli Assistant and Lecturer. 

Prior lo his joining the staff ot Mc- 
CiU ho was Statistical Secretary nl 
the rCew Survey of London Life and 
Labour. Tho first volume ot this 
work (.T study of tho changes In 
economic and social conditions since 
the time of Booth's London' Survey, 
forty years ago) was completed Just 
before he loft England. 

Four Generalisation! 

"I will undertake." , began Mr. 
Marsh, "to discuss both causes and 
remedies of unemployment this even- 
ing. Before I come to these, however, 
I would liko to put before you four 
generalisations of primary Importance 
In connection with the problem of un- 
employment. They form the frame- 
work or background ot the correct ap- 
proach to tho question of causes and 
remedies. But they ore also conclu- 
sions or views which aro borne in 
upon any enquirer who studies tho 
problem In any depth al a!l.

As 
a student remarked at the time of the 
founding of the Key .society, "We are .slill 
sacking salvation from witluuit insleatl of 
from within." 

"As I see it, the students of iMcGill 
were told that opposition to American 
idca.s was useless because we were already 
organised on American linr. .'\iid j'et 
we still talk about the Scottish tradition, 
and vote our I-ord Rectorship. Ye Gods!" 

Yes, we at McGill. and other Canadian 
Universities are afraid of ourselvc?. "Self- 
reliance" holds no meaning to us. We ai'e 
satisfied to lake new methods as they are 
introduced by other people, without tak- 
ing the trouble to make up a few of our 
own. 



On Saturday afternoon a large group 
of students gathered in the lobby of the 
Union to await the arrival of telegrams 
which would tell tiie rcsiUts of the Varsity- 
AIcGill hockey game. There was some 
peevishness evident as llie wires were de- 
livered at infrequent intervals, and con- 
siderable eagerness each time the telegraph 
boy came in the door. 

This eagerness to know the latest as 
ï&oon as possible after tlfe event had taken 
place is a comparatively recent develop 
ment at McGill. There is no particularly 
reason why students cannot wait until 
Monday morning to read the results in 
the morning paper, except that the pre- 
sent method happens to have been adopted 
Grey-haired Kraduate.«; tell us that they 
vaited with the greatest of complacency 
Çor the results of games in their time, 
A'ithout the modern conveniences now in 
use. The weekly paper at McGill took its 
time about publishing a report. 

Our belief that all this effort towards 
jetting "the news" as quickly as possible 
is mistaken is strengthened by an incident 
recorded in American historj;. The news 
of the landing of William of Orange in 
England did not reach the Massachusetts 
colony until four months later, when they 
rebelled, and drove out tTie governor. They 
appeared to have just as much pleasure in 
rebelling then as if they had received the 
news by cable a few hours after it hap- 
pened. 

Students did without the "play-by- 
play" report system up to a few years ago; 
if it had never been instituted it wouJd 
not be mi.s.sed very much. It is only be- 
cause other systems have developed for 
speeding up communication of information 
that any incentive has been developed to 
bring about the installation of the present 
system in the Union. 

After all, then, perhaps it is overdo- 
ing it .somewhat to consider a running re- 
port as a necessary part of the efficiency 
of sports at the Univen^lty. It only en- 
courages impatience and tends to lead to a 
spirit of haste which breeds .sloppiness and 
incompetence in managing matters. 



Success! 

We point with pride to our glorious 
achievement. Slightly more effective 
measures are being used than the useless 
'powder-spraying which was done before 
to rid the Union basement of nuisances to 
which public attention has recently been 
called. In the first place, along with the 
Daily Staff, the permanent .staff of the 
Union are taking part in the nocturnal 
battles against the foe, armed with cards 
of pins for the purpose of pinning the vic- 
tims down.

"Canadian*' Universities 

McGill, and a number of other Cana 
dien universities, with all their large buil- 
-"dings, fat prospectuses, and imiwsing 
Jooking li.sts of professors, are suffering 
from an inferiority complex. This .state- 
ment is best substantiated by quoting from 
the writing of an outstanding graduate. 
He ]-efer.s to McGill as a university with 
"English staff, Scottish traditions, Amer- 
ican methods, and general stodginess" — A 
serious mixup indeed. Most Canadian 
universities, in other words, are afraid to 
assert themselves. They are afraid to rely 
on their own powers of organisation and 
teaching. 

The French universities may be con 
.sidered exceptions. Progress, with them, 
may have been slower, but more substan- 
tial and sure. The mixup of the other 
universities, however, is owned up to 
without a blush. Our system of athletics 
is copied from the Americans, Our un- 
imaginative lecture system, with frequent 
eXamination.s, much note-taking and cram^ 
ming, is also American and is much like 
a grownup high school system. We re 
cognise their limitations but are afrai< 
to introduce a new system of our, own 
making. 

Profes.sors who have been educated in 
Canada are every day seeking jobs in the 
XTnited States. Why? Because opportunl 
ties in Canadian universities are few anc 
far between. There is too much import' 
ing of learned gentlemen from the British 
Isles who are appointed because of an im 
posing list of degrees and nothing else. In 
pioneer days, this was desirable. Now 
Canadian universities are trying to grow 
xxp, and are afraid to give up their rompers, 

But this inferiority complex is no 
confined to the governing authorities 
of the Canadian universities. It is evident 
among the students as ■v<rell.' A new Amer 
ican system of organisation is eagerly

Yet Ills ide.is alor.g this line 
aro sometimes surprising, as for Jn- 
fitancc his contention that tho theology 
of tho state should be adhered to and 
that atheists, if they refused to oboy, 
fiiould be iMit to death.

.-I-, a 'boni lease."' whoso delight It 
was to perplex tlie j'oung men In 
whose company ho rejoiced. ]ie js 
some-times accused of being ironical 
In his debates with professional 
yophists. Tliis probably .-ii-lscs from 
his natural di,sta.sio for humbug, 
■which led h'.ui to claiin that he knew 
iiothing and thus lead his opponents 
Into trips where he could prove their 
own Ignorance to llieiii. He made 
many enemies in his velonlless search 
lor truti), wlio wmhtd u;;ain!-l liliii 
till their efforts were rrowned by his 
beliig condemned to death.

Ing hours, raising wages and cheapen- 
ing, food," slated Dr. Lattlmer, "They 
have also made unemployment Incvit- 
ablo unless and until business is or- 
ganized to employ .the surplus effort 
by llicso in.icliiiics jclcasod. 

"The elaboration of this thesis is 
the subject under discussion. That 
machines have raised wages and 
cheapened food arc claims continually 
challenged...Thc evidence would appear 
to bo overwhelmingly in support of 
tiiu contention. Tlio application of 
machinery to grain growing baa pro- 
moted the expansion of tho wheat area 
until during tho present year some 398 
million bushels Is valued at 173 million 
dollars or a farm prlco of 41 ccntj per 
bushel. I'rlor to the advent of the 
grain binder in the era of Ihe cradle 
and the flail tho production (ISSl) 
was 32 million bushels wlucd at 3S 
million dollars, or 51.20 per bushel. 
"Tho expansion of farming by machine 
methods has enabled this country to 
Inercaso Its net exporta of vegetable 
and animal and animal product! from 
1901 to 1921 by 000% whilo the popula- 
tion Increased 05%, tho worker! In 
agricultui-i, by 45% and ihe number of 
farms 39%. This was brought about by 
machines cr.-biing tho acres cropped 
per man to increase from 27.* to D7.S 
during tho period. 

"This has resulted In cheapening 
food. Tho proportion that food formed 
of tho ^yeekly family budget was 
09.1% 5n 1801. In Novctnber 1030 this 
proportion liiul fallen lo ■i'J.S'll. 

'"The inLioascd efficiency of the 
worker sui)j)lied with more power and 
machinery has made posslblo un in- 
crease i.i wages. ' 

"Calculating from a 1913 base tiiu 
index number of retail prices for irn'i) 
was 153.0 ■liilo wages in tlioso In- 
dustries which are tabulated was 
192.7. "Whether we consider tho perlcJ 
since 191-4 or since 1901 w find a 
material hi oa '■ w..gcs. This has 
been made possible by oi .-i' ••..g fewer 
workers to turn out more gooils. 

''It m liters little ' mv high wages 
may bo '.( unemployment prevail;, 
illg prices have a tendency to re- 
duce tho volume of business. This is 
Just as upplicablo to labour as to com- 
modities. It may be necessary In sonic 
instances to reduce the rale of wages 
hi order to secure more rgeular em- 
ployment. 

"Machines have displaced hand 
labour and to a certain extent arc re- 
sponsible for some sharo of the un- 
employment prevalent. Unemployment 
resulting from this cause is described 
as technological unemployment. Ma- 
chines are designed to secure results 
with less effort. In so far as they have 
caubed unemployment they have 
.^chleved just exactly what they have 
been designed for. AVliilu inaclilncs 
may have been directly i^csiiuiitiijlc 
for a certain aiiiouiil of uneiiiploynioiil 
It Is somewhat puerile to lay the blame 
on them. Tho failure is lo absorb this 
surplus labour rolca.sed by machines 
in olher lines of effort, 

"UtiK-r lliips of effort are available. 
l''orluiiatcly wo have at our disposal 
natural resources in wulor power cap- 
able of employing many before the 
unlimited ■n'anls of man aro supplied 
The gra.tifloation of . these wants arc 
premised however on a generally high- 
er standard of living which machines 
have licipod to bring about and may 
further enhani;t. ^ 

"Greater attention to vocational 
guidance may bo necessary to guard 
against tlio hiatus of unemployment 
suffered by labor between tho time 
when superceded by machines and the 
rcabsorbtlon In Other lines of effort.

Marsh Emphasises 
Communal Aspect 
Of Unemployment 

(Continued from I'age One) 
ment is essentially a complex problem. 
Thero aro many kinds of unemploy- 
ment and underemployment and many 
more immédiate or less immediate 
causes. Tho oll-too obvious fact in 
tho~commiinIty is that a certain per- 
centngo of workers aro without Jobs; 
but personal causes, changes' In In- 
dustrial technique, tlio trends of for- 
eign trade, "tho state of trçide," and 
tho 'financial and credit exigencies of 
particular countries or tho commer- 
cial woi'ld as a' whole, have combined 
to produce this problein. 

"In the second place, unemploymout 
is a communal problem, using' that 
term hero as a short way of saying 
that it is duo to more than personal 
caii.ies, ojid that It can bo met only 
by more than Individual effort. Per- 
sonal factors go far in determining 
thu Incidence of unemployment, its 
duration, ond its effects, but the 
major cause of . unemployment is. the 
functioning, or the failure to function, 
of tho economic system Itself, 
Permanent Organisation 

"The' third _ point Is that unemploy- 
ment is a problem which rcquirca a 
permanent organisation If It !s lo be 
dealt with adequately. Attention 
should bo directed to provision for un- 
employment OS a, permanent olemcnl 
In social organisation. Tho field foi 
c-o.nslruclive work and thought ha? 
been transferred to tho detcrmlnallor 
of tho methods which oro the moi»' 
desirable ajid tlio most adapted to thr 
needs and character of particular 
countries. 

"Lastly, uncmplojuicnt is an Inter- 
national problem for two reasons. Tin 
first Is the simple fact of Internalioin 
trade. The second Is the gold alan 
dard to somo form of which two 
thirds of tho world Is In adherence 
The first means that reductions In Ihi 
purchasing power of peoples aur 
changes In the productive capacltie.' 
of other countries must hare repcrcus 
siona on every other country. Tho 
second means that failure of the stan 
dard to reallza stability for the cur 
rendes and tho prlco levels of Ih- 
world wiilcli are linked to it nius' 
have vital consequences to which 
every country is subject. 

"Thero la on one correct classifica- 
tion of causes but U Is helpful to dis- 
cuss four groups of causes, vl-z.: sea- 
sonal fuctuatlons, cyclical fluctua- 
tions, technological changes ajid 
causes révélant to the post-war situa- 
tion and to the present depression. 
Regular Variation 

"The details of seasonal variatlop 
differ for cvcryr; type of Industry bu 
one fa.ot is common to all— that with 
in narrow limits at least, the régula 
variation of p.irticular months In tl' 
year aro known from exporlencî an 
therefore prcdlctablo in tho fu'ui'o 
The unemployment or underemploy 
ment entailed can therefore bo rednc 
ed by Improved planning within lli. 
industries or provided for on o. sound 
actuarial basis. 

"Cyclical fluctuations have not yel 
been satisfactorily accounted for but 
our knowledge of them has rece:itl> 
been improved. Beyond the genernll- 
salion tlial depression Is largely duo 
to the Inflation oC the boom period, 
wo may say that tho economic orerani- 
eatlon depends on tho chance that in- 
dividual forcca.'îts will properly adjust 
production to consumption. The pre- 
sent depression, however, Js more than 
cyclical and must be explained from 
world causes. Cycllchi unemploymcti t 
can only bo niet by a long period 
plan. 

'Technological unemployment is the 
Joint product of capital-substitution, 
labour-substitution, and organisation- 
substitution. While technological 
changes are specially liable to affect 
the moro skilled part of the natlcn't 
labour force. There *ls nothing liilior.^ 
ent In the situation which Is likely lo 
insure that tho particular types of 
workers displaced are those for which 
Increased production will porvido a 
demand, 

"Tho causes special lo the last de- 
cade arc mainly international In scope 
and diructly or Indirectly economic ro- 
poroiisslons of tho AVolld War. First, 
worldwide inflalloii and high prices 
were followed by deflation necessary 
for a return to tho gold standard. Seo- 
iiodly, surplus pruductioi. and produc- 
tion and productive capacity arising 
out of war demands iit artifleially higli 
prices. Thirdly un Increase li. laiifls 
contributed a forinldiiblo liiiulraiiL-o to 
ho resumption of normal foreign trade 
ciations. Fourthly, roparatiopa apd 
war settlements. 

Governmental Co-ordination 
"With regard to i-enicdies for uucni- 
ployment tiiero is a llirec fold disllne 
lion paillai Ive or emergency moasurcs. 
.Many .igeueifs are now aiding unem 
ployniont but it Is lo, national govern- 
ments that one inust look primarily (ot , 
'Co-ordinating these aghcctc. 

The rst need for a comprehensive 
policy Is somo type of permtinent ad- 
visory boily, wlieilie'r sopaiate or p.iil 
of a yovcrnnifiit deparliiient, which 
can t.'oncern llaelf cuiillnuoualy wlllt 
unemployment. Such a body could be 
charged with the functions of reculvln,i 
and conveying to tho ageiiclcs know^ 
ledge ot tho current situations' and of 
Irawliig U|> a long-iicriod poili^y. 

"Tlie second inslltution rcciuircd is 
a system of ciiiplpymcnl cxc|fnnges. 11 
is true that ihcy function least «C- 



fectlvely when depression is severe but 
their work is always needed 'and tlio 
net amount of unemployment would bo 
greater tvithout tliem. 

"A carefully planned and properly 
administered 'unemployment insurance 
scheme is the soundest permanent bas- 
is for I'ollcving tho distress resulting 
from unemployment. It can provide an 
aulomatio basis by which only; the 
employable worker is dealt with, 
loavlne tho existing wclfaro agencies 
lo devote their efforts to their own 
spheres. 

Action Of Industries 
"Tho ncxl sphero of remedial poli- 
cies is that ot action taken on tho 
part ot Industries themselves,, .>vhcth- 
cr to stabilise employment', to meet 
tho sbasonul or cyclical flutiiatlons 
which affect them, or to meet tho 



difficulticd ot technical cliango and 
labor displacemen. . More scientific 
sehcdiiiiïn' of production and market- 
ing'; iicrsonnol management; and 
pluming technical Improvements In 
co-openiticn with workers' represan- 
tatlvcs aro policies which, aro widely 
prncllciitlc. 

"So far as cyclical fluctuations arc 
concerned, 6i'ir power to ■cpbtrol'l them 
is still largely unproved. Cort'alnly wc 
cannot hope lo abolish tiiem entirely 
but tlireo molliods may l>e outlined 
in increasing order ot difficulty of 
application. Tito first is a wider dis- 
slmlnatlon ot knowledgo concerning 
tho extent of markets and tho share 
Foing to cacli producer. Hope lie», 
cccondiy. In tlio lnciea,so of control 
r.vcr tiio buslncsa situation exercised 
' by llio central banks. Tho third policy 



Is the. long range planning ot public 
works. 

"Wo halve comc'again, finally, to tho 
world causes ot unemployment, the 
remedies for which can come only 
from international co-operation. Pre- 
dominantly those causes aro limited ito 
tho functioning ot tho gold standard, 
ultliough the proljicms ot reparations 
and tariffs are important enough to 
be mentioned separately. Tlicre is 
need tor greater recdom and power . 
of action on the part ot central bank 
and^ for economics In the.,u8 6'j(gtjftipMt 
and tho reduction ot gold tranafen??^'
